CAN'T REGULATE PRIMARY 


Congress Exceeded Its Author- 


ity in Attempting to De- 


fine Corrupt Practice.

Washington, D. C.—Senator Truman 


H. Newberry's. sentence to two years 
imprisonment and ,his fine of $10,000 
on the charge of illegal use of money 
to defeat Henry. Ford in the Michigan 
senatorial election of 1918, were set 
aside by the United States Supreme 
court Monday. 


The court held unconstitutional a 


section of the federal corrupt practices 
act under which Newberry and 16 as- 
sociates were convicted by a federal 
district court of Michigan. 


The prison sentences and fiivss im- 


posed on -the friends of* the senator 


twere also set aside. 


. Justice McReynolds read the., majo- 
rity decision. 


The senator under the decision, is 


left free to serve out his term, the 
senate committee investigating the 
Ford-Newberry election having deter- 
mined that tftere was no -fraud in the 
count of the votes. 
) 


Newberry and his associates were 


convicted under the federal law which 
provides that not more than $10,000 
shall bo spent in any one senatorial 
campaign. It was charged that the 
senator and his campaign managers 
spent at least 
$100,000 
to win the 


election. 


Aggregate deposits of the Ncwfaerry 


campaign committee were claimed to 
be $178,857.20.

Originally 134 persons were indict- 


ed but only seventeen w>sre convicted. 
Bribery of voters, as well as large ex- 
penditures for publicity, banquets, en-

expending more than $10.000.

organized and financed the primary 
campaign of James W. Helms against 
Ford for the democratic nomination.

Washington — Though the United 


States government has thus far avoid- 
ed any comment on the merits of the 
latest German proposals 
on repara- 


tions, there is one paragraph in the 
note upon which the allied govern- 
ments would 
like an answer from 


Washington, be it official, unofficial, 
informal, oral, or couched in any 
other diplomatic language available. 
It is the paragraph in which Ger- 
many formally expresses her willing- 
ness to assume the allied indebtedness 
to the United States, 
approximating 


ten billion dollars. Germany says on 
this point: 
i 


In case the United States and the. 


allies should so desire, Germany 
would be disposed to take over to the 
limit of her capacity the payment of 
the allied obligations to the United 
States on account of their debt to 
the latter." 


The allies are perfectly willing. 


They always have been. They would 
gladly transfer the debt they owe the 
United States to the backs of the Ger- 
mans. The preceding administration 
agreed to submit a similar proposi- 
tion with respect to the Belgian debt 
but it has never been acted upon by 
our congress. 
Now the question 


arises whether the German sugges- 
tion 'meets with the American gov- 
ernment's approval. 


The allies have insisted that the 


United States in transmitting any 
German proposal acquired a certain 
responsibility for the fulfillment by 
Germany of her promises. Now it is 
declared if the United States trans- 
mits the German note as "a suitable 
basis" for negotiation, America tacit- 
ly admits that she will consider the 
transference of the allied debt owed 
America to the Germans for payment. 


Congress is Opposed 


Sentiment inside congress is strong- 


ly against any such transference and 
President Harding has been known to 
hold the view that the foreign loans 
made by the United States to the al- 
lies were a valued asset. There isn't 
the slightest chance of America agree- 
ing to the German proposal for ft 
transference of the debts even though 
the allies may so desire. On the oth- 
er hand, can America avoid saying so 
and thus puncturing as unacceptable 
at least one clause in the German re- 
paration proposal? 


That's tho question which is being 


discussed among diplomats and 
it 


will not be surprising if this particu- 
lar dilemma had as much to do with 
the hesitation of the department oT 
state to forward the German propos- 
als to the allies as the apparent un- 
willingness of the allies to receive the 
German note at this time. " 


Tho more the situation develops the 


more the allied governments are 
pleased with the apparent recognition 
by the 
Washington administration 


that the problems of the world, par- 
ticularly reparation, cannot be avoid- 
ed' by America. The 'passage of the 
Knox resolution declaring a state of 
peace with Germany comes at the 
very moment when Secretary Hughes 
is hoping the influence of the United 
States may be properly exerted for the 
resumption of negotiations over the 
entire reparation question.

FRANCE EAGER" TO STAR

London—-The allied supreme counci 


has agreed in principle on the term 
of an ultimatum to be submitted t 
Germany, it was learned authoritative 
ly Monday at the conclusion of tb 
morning session. 


Military preparations for invasion o 


the Ruhr valley will proceed in the 
meantime so there will be no delay in 
case Germany rejects the ultimatum. 


The ultimatum will include provi 


sions for guaranteeing payment of the 
German indemnity and penalties fo: 
their non-observance. 


The allied representatives took only 


a brief recess, another session being 
called for a p. m. -when it was be 
lieved the note would be completed. 


It was learned authoritatively tha 


Premier Briand agreed to an ultima 
:um to expire not later than May 12. 
The ultimatum was to demand pay- 
ment of 132,000,000,000 gold marks in 
reparation for the war. It will also 
call for further disarmament and suit- 
able guarantees for payment. 


Tho ultimatum promised to be t 


lengthy document. Compiled to satis 
fy America and the labor classes of 
the allied countries, it was expected to 
set forth the entire allied cause with 
arguments 
to support 
the intended 


action.

quire several days to mobilize the 
French army and prepare for inva- 
sion of the Ruhr valley, the tikie 
might as well be spent in a final ef- 
fort to bring about Germany's sub- 
mission.

Labor difficulties',resulting from the

employing printers, with the excep- 
tion of the Meyer Press, thus far has 
been affected by the labor controversy. 
The Meyer Press composing room, has 
been crippled for some time because 
of labor difficulties. It was reported 
from Oshkosh that nearly all the 
printing shops are closed by a walk- 
out.

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THE ARMY QUESTION UP AGAIN 
Congress having disregarded the advice 


of the general staff Gen. Pershing and 
President Wilson with respect to the ar- 
my, we now find the administration mov- 
ing to rectify the mistakes that were made 
by politicians who sought to popularize 
themselves with their constituents by cut- 
ting down the army under the pretense of 
necessary economy. 
Chairman Kahu of 


the house military affairs committee an- 
nounces he will offer an amendment to 
the army appropriation bill to increase 
the number of enlisted men to 175.000. 
"I am not an alarmist." says Mr. Kahn. 
"I am not a-fraid of war. but we all know 
that world conditions arc unsettled. In 
the interest of true economy, in the inter- 
est of the welfare of the country. I shaH 
appeal to the membership of this house to 
snpporf such an amendment. 
" One year ago the standing army num- 
bered 280,000 men. Early last year con- 
gress took upon itself the responsibility of 
reducing the actual force to 175.000 by 
limiting appropriations for the support of 
the army. Last February congress passed 
a bill over the veto of the President Wil- 
son reducing by law the military force to 
175.000 men and proposed appropria- 
tions to cut the force down to 150.000. 
' This would have actually been done had 


the appropriation bills not failed in the 
dying hours of the last congress. The ar- 
my bill as now drafted provides for 168.- 
000 men. "We now find the chairman of 
the "military affairs committee asking that 
appropriations be, made to insure a force 
of 175.000 men. 


This is going back to precisely the posi- 


tion taken by President Wilson when he 
vetoed the army reduction bill less than 
three months ago. At that time the pos- 
sibilities of trouble with Japan were seri- 
ous enough, today they are more serious. 
The world situation shows no improve- 
ment, no other nations have followed our 
footsteps in reducing their military estab- 
lishment and grave international questions 
are before our state department. Events 
have proved the wisdom of President Wil- 
son's attitude toward the army. It stood 
to. reason that he and Generals Bliss and 
Pershing were in a better position to know 
the nation's requirements than politicians 
in the house and senate. White bouse 


• 
leadership is after all far more dependable 
than congressional leadership. President 
Harding and Secretary Hughes are begin- 
ning to find this fact out for themselves, 
for it is self-evident that a strong govern- 
ment and efficient administration are to 
be had only through executive guidance 
and a full acceptance of executive respon- 
sibility.

CONGRESS FOB DISARMAMENT 
The temper of congress regarding dis- 


armament corresponds to the temper of 
the country jMf the recent house debate on 
the subject is any'criterion. "The world 
must agree to some limitation of arma- 
ment or go bankrupt,'' declared Repre- 
sentative Mondell, Republican floor lead- 
er. 
Representative Theodore Burton, 


who introduced a resolution asking the 
president to call a conference of the three 
big naval powers for curtailment of their 
building program, said in the course of 
his speech: "Is there not a burning les- 
son from the suffering and destruction of 
the great war? Is there any country or 
race under heaven 
that desires another 


conflict, with the loss of life and the conse- 
quent waste and suffering extending to 
every class of society? Is not this just 
the time for the president to call together 
the nations and say. ' Come, let us reason 
together. Let -as do away with the absur- 
dity of this waste.' 


A powerful 
address was made by 


Bourke Cochran of N7ew York, who of- 
fered a somewhat more detailed and pre- 
tentious set of resolutions. He would serve 
plain warning to all the other powers that 
thtf United States stands ready to lead in 
disarmament whenever the others make 
that step possible, but that if they refuse 
to yield to reason and common sense, this 
country will "outarm any and all of 
them.'* He would declare, furthermore, 
that this nation, by every means in its 
power, will gladly aid in the restoration 
of Europe, as long as European countries 
employ their resources in peaceful con- 
struction, but that America will extend 
no aid to any country that "diverts any 
of its own treasure to war or preparations 
for war.'' 


It does not seem likely that the govern- 


ment will go so far in that direction as 
Mr. Cochran proposes. It is significant, 
however, that every disarmament speech, 
from either side of the house, was cheered 
enthusiastically by the members, regard- 
less of party. Here, manifestly, is a con- 
structive policy with which partisan poli- 
tics has nothing to do, and behind which 
there is a tremendous force of public sen- 
timent. The government may be expected 
to act accordingly, and this should mean 
the calling of a disarmament conference, 
as soon as the German reparations settle- 
ment and one or two other pressing mat- 
ters are out of the way.

LOW LEVEL OF IMMIGRATION 
Zeal for restricting immigration has led 


in many cases to unintentional exagger- 
ation. The actual situation is not quite so 
bad as it has been represented. It is seri- 
ous enough that there are about 14.000.- 
000 foreign-born in the United States, as 
shown by figures for 1920. just published. 
That is more than ever before. It must 
be remembered, however, that the only 
fair and accurate way to estimate the ex- 
tent of the foreign-born population is by 
comparison with the native population. It 
is a question of percentages. Viewed in 
this light, the census bureau report gives 
little care for apprehension. It shows that 
the proportion of foreign-born to native- 
born last year was actually lower than it 
has been for 70 years. 


The percentages are as follows: 
In 


1850, our foreign-born were a little less 
than 10 per cent of the total; in I860, 13 
per cent; in 1870, 14.3 per cent; in 
1880. 13.1 per cent; in 1890. 14.5 per 
cent; in 1900, 13.4 per cent; in 1910 
14.5 per cent, and in 1920, 12.97 per 
cent.

WHAT IS OLD AGE? 


The act of the Postmaster General, abol- 


ishing the compulsory retirement of post- 
office employes at the age of 62 for \vom-^ 
en and 65 for men shows the new attitude 
toward age. It used to be that men and 
women were as a rule really old in their 
sixties. Recent experiences, particularly 
in the war. has given striking proof of the 
vigor and effectiveness that may be found 
in the seventies and eighties. 


That employees are incapacitated for 


useful service at the ages heretofore speci- 
fied in the postoffice department is now 
held to be a false tradition. To youth, the 
sixties are really old. To millions of their 
elders, the sixties are only the latter part 
of a vigorous middle age. A person is not 
old nowadays until he is too old to do "his 
usual work, and that age limit, like the 
actual death limit, has been advanced 
within a generation or two. 


Medical science has done ranch along 


this line. More sensible living has done 
much. So has sensible thinking. The typi- 
cal American now expects as. a matter of 
course- to be active and useful until he IB 
about 70, and his continued activity with 
its attendant state of mind tends to keep 
him up. to that point or beyond. On the 
other hand, the retired man seldom lasts 
long. In Ameria. at least, he usually feels 
that he has lived his life, and with nothing 
creative left to live for. he soon ceases to 
live.

If your knife and fork, spoon, plate 


cup and saucer were left from one 
meal to another without thorough 
washing, you would change your 
boarding house. 


But why be so particular about out- 


side matters unless you thoroughly 
cleanse your own mouth after each 
meal? 


When food is allowed to pack be- 


tween, and around the teeth canes, or 
decay as it is commonly called, gets a 
good start. The packed food decom- 
poses and ferments, this makes the 
bacteria happy so they all move in. 


As the bacteria get settled upon the 


enameled surface of the teeth, they 
cover themselves with a coating called 
a gelatinous plaque. Under this pro- 


tective covering the bacteria grow un- 
less they are removed by thorough 
cleansing. 
Decay of the teeth, caries, is a dis- 


ease just the same as tuberculosis or 
measles is a disease. In this disease 
the hardest tissue in the body is at- 
tacked. 
The enamel o' the teeth is not sensi- 


tive. It is composed entirely of the 
salts of lime, shaped into miscroscopic 
rods that are bound together by a 
natural cement. 
The rods all point 


toward the center, like the bricks in 
an arch. Enamel is the armor plate 
of a tooth; when the decay gets 
through the armor it reaches the ends 
of the tiny fibers from the nerve 
that radiate through the body of the 
tooth. 
It is here that you get that first 


sharp pain that tells there is trouble 
ahead trouble that 'only one person 
can stop.
